From the Richmond Enquirer. 


Was the Vice-Presidential Nomination 
on the Douglas Ticket Tendered to 
William I.. Tancey. 


We hare received a large number of let- 


ters from different parts of fhe Union, ask- 
ing exact information as toj the statement, 
made in several public speeches by one of 
our editors, concerning thej tender of the 
Vice-Presidential nomination, made by the 
Douglas'men, to the Hon. "Wni. L. Yancey. 
AVith the pressure of work now upon our 
hands, it is impossible for us to answer all 
these, letters severally. We' trust that the 
following explanation wilt-"answer ever}- 
purpose: . 


A member of the Virginia, delegation to 


Charleston and Baltimore paid a visit to 
Mr. Yancey, at Washington, just previous 


;to the assemblage of the Baltimore conven- 
tion. At the same time, Mr. Yaucey, also 
received a visit fromii very influential mem- 
ber of the New York delegation, a distin- 
guished and ardent supporter and intimate 
confidant of Mr. Douglas. 


The New Yorker commenced an unre- 


served conversation with Mr. Yaucey, in 
the presence and hearing of a A'irginia del- 
egate, by stating that the best means to 
unite the democratic party and insure its 
success, would be to couple the names of 
Messrs. Douglas and Yaucey. on. the demo- 
cratic ticket. . He assured Mr. Yancey that 
this could be effected at once, if Mr. Yancey 
would but consent to take the Vice-Presi- 
dential nomination, to be coupled with Mr. 
Douglas: nomination for the, Presidency. 


With a quiet smile, and his usual bland 


manner, Mr.. Yaucey promptly replied that 
the arrangement was one to which he couli 
under no circumstances, consent; that "oil 
and water would not mix/'t 
The New Yorker, then remonstrated, re- 


minding Mr. Yancey that politicians were 
frequently obliged to resort to such expedi- 
ents ; and assured him that the arrange- 
ment proposed, if adopted, would secure 
not only Mr. Yancey's personal.promotion, 
but the ultimate ascendancy of Mr. Yaucey's 
political views and governmental policy :— 
that Mr. Douglas was already so.enfeebled 
by disease that he could scarcely live six 
months after the presidential election, and 
thus Mr. Yancey's candidacy would be sure 
to make him not only vice president, 
but very soon, president of the United 
States. 


To all these persuasions Mi-. Yancey re 


plied with the polite and decided refusal to 
permit his name to be used on a ticket 
headed by that of Mr. Douglas. 


We were approached by man after man, 


in the Front street convention, all of them 
expressing the same desire to secure south- 
ern support for the ticket by means of the 
vice presidential nomination of some man 
of the most ultra southern political views, 
and all we're extremely perplexed by the 
difficulty of selecting such a man whose ac- 
ceptance could be regarded as even prob- 
able. 


So iiniversal was this sentiment, that the 


southern men left in the convention were 
not.only permitted by all, but requested to 
consult apart, as they did, to dictate, as they 
did, the name to be put in nomination for 
the vice presidency, The name of Benja- 
min Fitzpatrick was finally agreed on by 
the southern delegates, was bv them pro- 
posed to the convention, and 'accepted by 
acclamation, although, a short time before, 
he had voted for the Davis resolution, and 
although it was known that he was uncom- 
mitted to accept the nomination, nnd might 
refuse, as he did refuse afterwards, to per- 
mit the nse of his name, 


Under all these circumstances, can any 


reasonable man say that an assurance from 
William L. Yancey. given at the last mo- 
ment, even, of willingness to accept it could 
possibly have failed to secure for him the 
Vice Presidential nomination on the Doun-- 
las ticket? 


The Charleston Courier of the 16th iust. 


is explicit upon this subject. It says : 


WILLIAM L. YAXCEY AXD THE NO.IIIXA- 


TION.—We are authorized to state positive- 
ly and distinctly, and on responsible evi- 
dence which can be furnished to a proper 
demand, that the nomination for the Vice- 
Presidency of the Douglas ticket, was of- 
fered to William L. Yancey, of Alabama. 


This offer was made through or by George 


N. Sanders, of New York, and with the 
knowledge of Stephen Arnold Douglas, and 
but a few days before the meeting oi' the 
adjourned convention at Baltimore. 


We respectfully request exchanges inter- 


ested to give extensive circulation to this 
assertion, in the words of, and on the au- 
thority of the Courier, as we have placed it 
above, and we demand in justice, that those 
who undertake to doubt, should put their 
negation in a proper form. 


This will be taken as an answer to all 


who have questioned us concerning our for- 
mer assertion of the same fact, as we had 
not then the distinct evidence available, al- 
though we were fully convinced before we 
first uttered the assertion.

nal danger to those upon the ground un- 
conscious of the stealthy approach of an 
enemy. It is to the eyes, and not their nos- 
trils, that they owe their safety upon such 
occasions : and it is a mistake to suppose 
that they either smell you or the powder in 
your gun.

New Yoxlt. 


As the vote of New York will decide the 


election of President, all information as to 
the result of that vote is of absorbing in- 
terest throughout the Union. We have, 
ourselves, no doubt that the state will be 
carried by Lincoln. We do not believa 
that ihe arrangements made by party lead- 
ers for a fusion of all the elements of oppo- 
sition to the republicans will be carried out 
by the masses of the opposing parties.— 
All reports from republican sources concur 
in confirming this belief, and the o dmissions 
of some of our opponents strengthen it. 
Among the latter is the following from the 
New York Herald: 


"The day for the redemption of New 


Tork has gone by. She will vote for Lin- 
coln, and if by a majority equal to the 
whole population of Kansas, it will not sur- 
prise us. There is no genuine fusion be- 
tween the Breckinridge and Donglas fac- 
tions. The breach has widened between 
them since these late elections." 


The widening of the breach between the 


Donglas and Breckinridge factions is a nat- 
ural result of the circumstances under 
which the candidate of both factions is in 
the field. The original division wonld nev- 
er have been permitted if it could have 
been prevented. True, there is no essential 
disagreement on principles, much talk as 
there is about it, and there would probably 
be little difference in policy if either could 
obtain the control of the government. The 
real trouble is a war between men and fac- 
tions, having in view solely the disposition 
of the patronage of the government. 
The 


difficulty is a family quarrel, and all expe- 
rience attests that these qimrrsis are more 
embittered and the contestants less easily 
reconciled than any other. 


Bnt besides this general truth, the pecu- 


liar relations of the parties aggravate the 
difficulty. 
The advantages and benefits of 


a successful combination would be all on one 
side, and that side the weakest in the con- 
troversy. Under no possible circumstances 
can'Douglas, who undeniably has the larg- 
est part of the democratic vote, reap any 
personal beneEt from the election of the fu- 
sion ticket, and the other parties in the 
combination are only using the friends of 
Douglas to get the election into congress 
where Mr. Douglas would be slaughtered 
v.'ith more despatch and less mercy than in 
the Charleston convention. Indeed, this 
purpose is openly avowed, with more frank- 
ness than discretion, and with an insolence 
equal to the frankness. The Schenectady 
Reflector of the 10th inst., says : 


OUR ELECTORAL TICKET.—To-day this 


paper raises the union ticket to its mast- 
head. The gentlemen who wanted fusion 


have got more than they bargained for, be- 
cause if this state is carried for anybody 
save Lincoln, Joseph Lane is the next pres- 
ident of the United States, and as for the 
Douglas and Bell electors, the Brcekinridge 
men are crushing them. If they are satis- 
fied to be nsed, we are willing to:use them. 
We will vote the union ticket entire, and 
hope our fellow democrats will do the same 
without scratching. 
Look out that the 


Douglas-Bell men swallow their own dose. 
To the national democracy it is harmless— 
to the Douglas and Bell interest it is a swift 
poison. 


Having denned our .position, we leave 


the question .to tits'" people. Swallow the 
mixture, and make those who prepared it 
swallow it, for it will kill them politically 
ever after. 


"We • have no idea that the friends of 


Douglas will permit the success of such a 
scheme, even if it were in their power; 
arid we have as little idea that they have 
the power to perfect it if they have the dis- 
position. New York is as certain for Lin- 
coln as any future unsettled event can be ;

WHY YANCEY KILLED HIS UKOLE.—As

widow still resides if alive. 
A few hundred 


yards distant is 'an old field, sometimes used 
for practicing on horseback, but more fre- 
quently resorted to as a muster ground.—. 
This was. the occasion of a drill muster, 
when Dr. Earle's son, about ten years old, 
went to the ground, as all boys seek to do, 
and during their wheeling and turning, the 
boy got into the way. Yancey ordered him 
to get out of the way, but the boy. in his 
confusion, got more and more in the way, 
whereupon Yancey lashed him most unmer- 
cifully with a horse whip. Dr. Earle was 
not at home, but on returning home through 
town, a friend told him how cruelly Yancey 
had .treated his son. Yancey told him that 
the boy had been very insolent, and that he 
had slapped his jaws. Dr. Earle replied 
that he had served him right. When Dr. 
Earle reached home and learned the facts, 
and found that Yancey had lied to him, he 
returned to Greenville in search of him. 
"laucey.knowing the pluck of Dr. Earle, 
and that he would be detected in the false- 
hood, preparing himself for a fight. Dr. 
Earle found Yancey on Dr. Crittenden's 
porch, and in marching upon him was shot 
down .by him with a pistol. These are the 
facts as we have them from one born, and 
reared in that vicinity. . The fact that he 
was convicted upon trial and 
impris- 


onedj and afterwards became the subject of 
executive clemency, corroborates the truth 
of this version. 


OUTRAGEOUS ROBBERY.—One of the most 


daring assaults and robbery ever committed 
in this city, was perpetrated on Thursday 
evening last. 


Mr. M. B. Mead, well known to our read- 


ers as an old citizen of Racine, was on his 
way up Main street to Mr. Tuckerman's 
residence, about half-past eight o!clock, in 
the evening above mentioned, when juatby 
Mr. John Dickson's he . passed three men 
whom, on account of the darkness, he could 
not recognize. Almost instantly his arms 
were pinioned to his side by a powerful 
grasp,, and at the same time something 
placed over his month to prevent.his giving 
the alarm. . For some minutes he struggled 
to get away, but was overpowered, thrown

PRESS REMITTANCES.—The aggregate re- 


mittances received through the mails year- 
ly by the proprietors of the New York daily 
and weekly newspapers, amount to five mil- 
lions of dollars, as near as can be ascertain- 
ed from data furnished by the proprietors 
themselves, in responses to inquiries made 
on this subject. 
This sum represents 


approximately the pecuniary interest of the 
New York press alone in the efficient work- 
ing of our postal system. 
Add to this the 


immense number of remittances which are 
every day passing through the mails to the 
almost innumerable newspaper establish- 
ments both of city and country, and we shall 
have some adequate idea of "the important 
duties which rest upon the employees of the 
postoffiee department, considering the sub- 
ject in its financial aspect. 


How THE BAPTISTS GROW.—The Ameri- 


can Baptist Almanac for 1861, has its ac- 
customed interesting survey of denomina- 
tional facts. Its footings show that there 
are in the United States 12,371 regular 
Baptist churches, 7,837 ordained ministers, 
1,115 licentiates, and 1,020,442 communi- 
cants. These figures do not include thet>- 
regvlar Baptists, of whom, including the 
Campbellites, there are not less than half a 
million. Virginia has the largest number 
of regular Baptists of any one state in the 
Union, the aggregate being 107,283. New 
York stands next, at 92,873, and there are 
four other states, Alabama, Georgia, _Ken- 
tucky and North Carolina, which have more 
than 50,000. The accessions to the denom- 
inational strength in 1859, are reported to 
be 72,080 baptisms, 246 ordinations, 180 
new churches constituted, and 70 new meet- 
ing houses built. These are some of the 
hopeful statements of the Almanac, arid 
every family should have a copy of it. 


OLD CONGRESSMAN.—The venerable An- 


drew Stewart, who has just been elected to 
congress from Pennsylvania, has served 
sixteen years in the house of representa- 
tives, haying firat entered it in 1821. 
He 


will not find in either house a single man 
who was a member when he first entered 
public life. The only other member of the 
next house, who has served as long as Mr. 
Stewart, is Hon. John S. Phelps, of Mis- 
souri, who was first elected in 1844, and 
has been returned at every succeeding elec- 
tion. Mr. Stewart has been in retirement 
since 1857.

when Dr. Earle's son, about ten years old, 
went to the ground, as all boys seek to do, 
and during their wheeling and turning, the 
boy got into the way. Yancey ordered him 
to get out of the way, but the boy in bis 
confusion, got more and more in the way, 
whereupon Yancey lashed him most unmer- 
cifully with a horse whip. Dr. Earle was 
not at home, but on returning home through 
town, a friend told him how cruelly Yancey 
had.treat ad his son. Yancey told him that 
the boy had been very insolent, and that he 
had slapped his jaws. Dr. Earle replied 
that he had served him right. When Dr. 
Earle reached home and learned the facts, 
and found that Yancey had lied to him, he 
returned to GreenviLlo in search of him. 
rivucey knowing the pluck of Dr. Earle, 
and that he would be detected in the false- 
hood, preparing himself for a fight. Dr. 
Earle found Yaucey on Dr. Crittenden's 
porch, and in marching upon him was shot 
down by him with a pistol. These are tha 
facts as we have them from one born and 
reared in that vicinity. The fact that he 
was convicted upon trial and impris- 
oned, and afterwards became the subject of 
executive clemency, corroborates the truth 
of this version. 


OUTRAGEOUS ROBBERY.—One of the most 


daring assaults and robbery ever committed 
in this city, was perpetrated on Thursday 
evening last. 


Mr. M. B. Mead, well known to our read- 


ers as an old citizen of Racine, was on his 
way up Main street to Mr. Tackerman's 
residence, about half-past eight o'clock, in 
the evening above mentioned, when just by 
Mr. John Dickson's he passed three men 
whom, on account of the darkness, he could 
not recognize.

Add to thia the 
immense number of remittances which are 
every day passing through the mails to the 
almost innumerable newspaper establish- 
ments both of city and country, and we shall 
have some adequate idea of the important 
duties which rest upon the employees of the 
postoffice department, considering the sub- 
ject in its financial aspect. 


How THB BAPTISTS GROW.—The Ameri- 


ctm Baptist Almanac for 1861, has its ac- 
customed interesting survey of denomina- 
tional facts. Its footings show that there 
are in the United States 12,371 regular 
Baptist churches, 7,837 ordained ministers, 
1,115 licentiates, and 1,020,442 communi- 
cants. These figures do not include the ir- 
regular Baptists, of whom, inclnding tbe 
Campbellites, there are not less than half a 
million. Virginia has the largest number 
of regular Baptists of any one state in the 
Union, the aggregate being 107,283. New 
York stands next, at 92,873, and there are 
four other states, Alabama, Georgia,,Ken- 
tucky and North Carolina, which have more 
than 50,000. The accessions to the denom- 
inational strength in 1859, are reported to 
be 72.080 baptisms, 246 ordinations, 180 
new churches constituted, and 70 new meet- 
ing houses built. These are some of the 
hopeful statements of the Almanac, and 
every family should hare a copy of it. 


OLD CONGRESSMAN.—The venerable An- 


drew Stewart, who has just been elected to 
congress from Pennsylvania, has served 
sixteen years in the house of representa- 
tives, having first entered it in 1821. 
He 


will not find in either house a single man 
who was a member when he first entered 
public life. The only other member of the 
next bouse, who has served as long as Mr. 
Stewart, is Hon. John S. Phelps, of Mis- 
souri, who waa first elected in 1844, and 
has been returned at every succeeding elec- 
tion. Mr. Stewart has been in retirement 
since 1857.

Bachman of Rock Grove, a young esteem- 
ed physician called at the house of the wid- 
ow lady on his way home to procure a quan- 
tity of flour for his family. 
The German 


mistaking Dr. Bachman for his supposed 
rival, stationed himself at the door armed. 
with a buteherknife. When Dr.B. came, he 
attacked him, stabbing him several times in 
the breast, once through the arm, and draw- 
ing the knife across his back inflicted a 


"•fri^Mfnl wound from which on one side the 
kidney protruded through the gash. The 
German on finding that he had attacked the 
wrong man went for another physician, to 
whom he stated that Dr, Bachman had been 
attacked by robbers and cut almost to pieces. 
The excited manner of the man led the phy- 
sician to suspect something wrong and to 
disbelieve his story and he did not go until 
the next morning, when he was sent for. 


The Dr. still lives but his recovery, is 


among remote possibilities. He is much 
respected, and a promising phyiscian. He 
is a brother of Mr, John Bachman, former- 
ly of this place, and has a wife and child 
residing at Kock Grove. 


The German was promptly arrested and 


takeu to Freeport jail. Soon after his in- 
carceration he tore up _his sheet, made a 
rope and bung himself, and was found dead 
in his cell. The horrible affair has caused 
great excitement in Rock Grove and vicin- 
ity.

WHY YAXCET KILLED HIS UNCLE.—As 


the murderer of his uncle is teaching de- 
mocracy in the north, it may be well enough 
for our readers to know something of his 
character. 
The murder story is told as fol- 


lows by the .Knoxville (Tenn.,) Whig ; 


The fact that W. L. Yaucey killed his un- 


cle, Dr. Earle, of South Caraiina, has been 
stated in general terms, but tho details have 
not been given. Dr. Earle lived one mile 
and a half west of Greenville, where his 
widow still resides if alive. A few hundred 
yards distant is an old field, sometimes used 
for practicing on horseback, but more fre- 
quently resorted to as a muster ground.— 
This was the occasion of a drill muster, 
when Dr. Earle's son, about ten years old, 
went to the ground, as all boys seek to do, 
and during their wheeling and turning, the 
boy got into the way. Yancey ordered him 
to get out of the way, but the boy in his 
confusion, got more and more in the way, 
whereupon Yancey lashed him most unmer- 
cifully with a horse whip. Dr. Earle was 
not at home, but on returning home through 
town, a friend told him how cruelly Yancey 
had treated his son.

Its footings show that there 
are in the United States 12,371 regular 
Baptist churches, 7,837 ordained ministers, 
1,115 licentiates, and 1,020,442 communi- 
cants. These figures do not include the ir- 
regular Baptists, of whom, including the 
Campbellites, there are not less than half a 
million. Virginia has the largest number 
of regular Baptists of any one state in the 
Union, the aggregate being 107,283. New 
York stands next, at 92,873, and there are 
four other states, Alabama, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky and North Carolina, which have more 
than 50,000. The accessions to the denom- 
inational strength in 1859, are reported to 
be 72,080 baptisms, 246 ordinations, 180 
new churches constituted, and 70 new meet- 
ing houses built. These are some of the 
hopeful statements of the Almanac, and 
every family should have a copy of it. 


OLD CONGRESSMAN.—The venerable An- 


drew Stewart, who has just been elected to 
congress from Pennsylvania, has served 
sixteen years in the house of representa- 
tives, having first entered it in 1821.

MURDER AND SUICIDE. — Tlie

the employ of a respected widow lady, had 
made proposals of marriage to his employ- 
er which oho had rejected. Tho German 
und?r tho impression that she was receiving 
attentions from another, had vowed the de- 
struction of his rival. 


On Tuesday last early in the evening Dr. 


Bachmnn of Rock Grove, a young esteem- 
ed physician called at the houso of the wid- 
ow lady on his way home to procure a quan- 
tity of flour for his family. The German 
mistaking Dr. Bachman for his supposed 
rival, stationed himself at the door armed 
with a butcher knife. When Dr.B. came, he 
attacked htm, stabbing him several times in 
the breast, once through the arm, and draw- 
ing thf> knife across his back inflicted a 


wound from which on one side the 


kidney protruded through the gash. The 
German on finding that he had attacked the 
wrong man went for another physician, to 
whom he stated that Dr, Bachman had been 
attacked by robbers and cut almost to pieces. 
The excited manner of the mail led the phy- 
sician to suspect something wrong and to 
disbelieve his story and he did not go until 
the next morning, when he was sent for. 


The Dr. still lives but his recovery is 


among remote possibilities. He is much 
respected, and a promising phyiscian. He 
is a brother of Mr. John Bachman, former- 
ly of this place, and has a wife and child 
residing at Hock Grove. 


The German was promptly arrested and 


taken to Freeport jail. Soon after his in- 
carceration h« tore up .his sheet, made a 
rope and hung himself, and was found dead 
in bis cell. The horrible affair has caused

rival, stationed himself at the door armed 
with a butcher knife. When Dr.B. came, he 
attacked him, stabbing him several times in 
the breast, once through the arm, and di-aw- 
ing the knife across his back inflicted a 
frightful wound from which on one side the 
kidney protruded through the gash. 
The 


German on finding that he had attacked the 
wrong man went for another physician, to 
whom he stated that Dr, Bachmau had been 
attacked by robbers and cut almost to pieces. 
The excited manner of the mauled the 
phy- 


sician to suspect something wrong and to 
disbelieve his story and he did not go until 
the next morning, when he was sent for. 


The Dr. still lives but his recovery is 


among remote possibilities. He is much 
respected, and a promising phyiscian. He 
is a brother of Mr. John Bachman, former- 
ly of this, place, and has a wife and child 
residing at Kock Grove. 


The German was promptly arrested and 


taken to Freeport jail.
